HE  Student  Department  ot  the  Young  Men's  Christian  As- 
sociation ot  Peoria,  Illinois,  was  organized  at  Bradley  In- 
stitute [une  4,  1902,  under  the  Direction  ot  Mr.  W.  W. 
Dillon,  State  Secretary  ot  the  student  work.  The  organ- 
ization at  Bradley  has  its  membership  roll  open  to  all  male 
students  and  prot'essors  ot  the  institute  whobv  lite  and 
conduct  show  themselves  worthy  ot  membership  in  a 
christian  association.  The  work  attempted  and  accomplished  during  the  past 
year  has  been  largely  along  direct  religious  lines.  Three  Bible  classes  tor  the 
informal,  yet  systematic  and  devotional  study  ot  God's  word,  have  been  or- 
ganized and  maintained.  The  first  to  organize  was  a  class  among  the  Higher 
Academy  and  College  men.  Later  a  second  class  was  organized  among  the 
Lower  Academy  men  and  closely  following  this  a  class  of  Horological  students 
was  organized.  The  first  two  classes  have  held  weekly  meetings  at  Bradley 
Hall,  while  the  third  has  met  at  the  Central  Association  rooms  once  each 
week.  Although  this  seems  a  fair  beginning  in  this  division  association  activ- 
ity, it  is  by  no  means  a  limit  ot  what  may  be  accomplished  and  it  is  hoped 
that  greater  things  may  be  attempted  during  the  coming  \  ear. 

The  men's  meetings  held  at  Bradley  Hall  on  Sunday  afternoons  have 
been  another  phase  of  the  religious  work  of  the  association  attempted  and 
successfully  carried  on.  A  devotional  and  social  afternoon  at  Instructor 
Crawshaw's  home  on  the  afternoon  ot  March  i  5  was  a  pleasant  deviation 
from  the  regular  plan,  an  attempt  to  give  increased  interest  to  the  Sunday 
afternoon  meeting. 

Another  part  of  the  association  work  has  been  to  endeavor  to  be  of  ser- 
vice to  men  as  a  social  medium.  Two  social  evenings  were  enjoyed  at  Brad- 
ley Hall  during  the  year.  The  first  of  these  occurred  on  October  i,  1 ,  w  hen 
all  the  men  of  the  two  schools  were  invited.  After  an  hour  of  social  ming- 
ling had  passed,  a  good  program,  consisting  ot  musical  numbers  and  plain 
strong  addresses  by  Messrs.  F.  D.  Crawshaw,  O.  J.  Bailey,  E.  O.  Sisson, 
of  Peoria;  and  Mr.  K.  A.  Shumaker  of  Chicago,  State  Secretary  of  County 
and  Town  Associations,  was  enjoyed.  Mr.  Shumaker's  paper  was  "The 
presentation  of  Bible  Study  as  organized  and  successfully  carried  on  in  Uni- 
versities and  Colleges."  The  other  gentlemen  gave  impromptu  talks.  The 
second  of  these  social  gatherings  occurred  on  the  evening  of  January  1 6  and 
took  the  form  of  a  members'  supper  which  was  served  at  6:00  P.  M.  Fol- 
lowing the  supper,  an  interesting  conference  on  the  association's  work,  past.

present  and  future  was  held.  Up  to  this  time  but  one  Bible  class  had  been 
organized.  Immediate]\-  following  this  evening's  entertainment  two  others 
were  organized  and  the  men's  meeting  undertaken  as  above  noted. 

Jn  a  third  and  very  material  wav,  the  association  has  endeavored  to  be 
a  live  organization  in  helping  men.  This  is  accomplished  bv  getting  in  touch 
with  the  new  men  through  correspondence  before  thev  come  to  the  Institute. 
A  means  to  this  end  has  been  the  Student's  Hand-book,  locating  men  in  suit- 
able rooming  and  boarding  places  and  showing  the  attention  and  courtesy 
which  the  man  who  is  "at  home"  may  give  the  brother  who  is  a  stranger. 

At  the  State  Convention  held  at  Kankakee,  111.,  Oct.  16-19,  Brad- 
lev  Association  was  represented  among  the  tour  hundred  delegates  who  gath- 
ered there  by  Will  Gorsline,  E.  C.  Pye,  and  J.  W.  Paul  of  Bradley  Hall, 
and  Earl  Gorsline  ot  the  Horological  school.  At  the  1902  Lake  Geneva 
Conference  ot  Student  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations,  including  as  it 
does,  delegations  from  all  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  middle  west, 
the  Bradley  association  which  at  that  time  had  just  been  organized,  was  repre- 
sented bv  Don  R.  Joseph,  its  first  president,  and  C.  E.  Fisher.  The  dele- 
gation tor  the  coming  Lake  Geneva  June  Conference,  is  not  definitely  deter- 
mined but  it  promises  to  be  much  larger  than  the  one  of  last  year.  A  State 
Conference  for  college  association  presidents  was  held  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  March  19-21  this  year,  at  which  Mr.  J.  W.  Paul,  our  president 
ior  the  coming  year,  was  in  attendance.

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ATHLETICS 


The  records  in  the  foregoing  pages  show  that  athletics  in  Bradle\-  Insti- 
tute have  been  in  a  very  healthy  condition.  A  comparison  with  last 
\  ears'  annual  will  show  a  large  improvement,  despite  the  marked  falling  off 
in  our  old  time  hoast,  base  ball.  Coach  Duncan  developed  a  successful  toot- 
ball  team,  most  of  whose  members  will  be  here  and  readv  for  work  in  the 
fall.  Heretofore  we  have  depended  upon  individuals  to  make  our  teams 
what  the\-  ha\-e  been.  Durii.g  the  past  vear,  in  football  as  well  as  in  other 
sports,  we  have  tried  to  develop  men  who  will  stay  with  us,  and  to  make 
these  work  together.  We  confidentlv  predict  that  the  190^  football  team 
will  show  the  good  effects  of  this  svstem.  In  a  like  manner  Coach  Brown 
is  developing  a  base  ball  team  from  new  material.  The  team  has  shown 
marked  improvement  since  its  first  games,  and  most  of  its  members  are  to  be 
here  next  \ear.  Track  and  field  work  has  shown  the  greatest  improve- 
ment, in  spite  of  the  fact  that  "gvm"  work  is  well  nigh  out  of  the  question.  In 
the  meet  with  Illinois  Weslevan,  we  secured  a  place  in  all  events  but  one.  The 
interest  in  tennis  has  been  unusual.  All  the  courts  have  been  in  use  all  the 
time,  and  two  additional  courts  have  been  laid  out.  A  basket  ball  team  was 
started,  and  has  concluded  a  most  successful  season,  winning  all  its  games  but 
two.  A  basket  ball  court  for  girls  has  also  been  arranged.  Special  attention 
has  been  paid  to  inter-division  athletics.  A  special  committee  has  the  work 
in  charge,  and  special  managers  have  been  appointed.  The  Institute  was 
represented  at  an  Illinois  College  Conference  on  Athletics,  held  at  Blooming- 
ton,  March  27.
